How to treat the Christmas tree 
to make It fire-resistant Iz a ques- 
tion that comes frequently to State 
extension foresters and to the UU, 
& Department of Agriculture every 
December. 

The answhr ia: Buy a fresh trea 
and ste that It haa enough avater 
to keep fresh, 

Many chenilenls have been trled 
for fireproofing trees, ven ayh- 
stances Hke sugar, aspirin or drylt 
nelds have been uxed In water for 
this purpose. None haw proved az 
effective as plain water, whleh 
keep the treo naturally molat and 
thus resintant to flame, Some sole 
ullons tested for Mre-prooting have 
had the opposite effect beenuse the 
trees, unable to absorh them, have 
bevonin dry and flammable, 

I the tree fa fresh, the needtes 
wit feel maint as you ran your 
hand over the tougha, If needles 
fall whon you move or shale the 
tree, It already fa dry and probably 
no longer able to absorb water, 

As fon ax the tree comen harne, 
foresters say, throw cold water all 
over If. Then cut off the putt end 
nbeut an Inch slantwise to Open. 
foren dor drwlie up water, Sut 
the tree in avater, Keon it coal and 
shaded until It comes indoors for 
trimining, 

For usc indoore a variety af 
Chrlstring tree holders that Include 
eontainera for water dare on sale.
